Jealousy and a belief that his 
mother-in law' was interfering with 
domestic affairs is believed to have 
been the cause ot Rainwater^s crim ^ 
His place adjoined that of the Art 
mans. 
He and his wife frequently 
quarreled and she would go to her 
parerits^ house. 
They had not lived 
together for four months,since their 
last quarrel. 
The neighbors did not like R ain ­ 
water. 
He was morose and inclined 
to be disagreeable. 
His father in-

L ocom otive No. 366, attached to 
the New Y o rk and Boston special 


on the L ake Shore, 
exploded Sun 
day m o ’Tiing in the city 
limits of 
Chicago, leaving Englewood. 
The 
engineer and fireman were instantly 
killed and the locomotive blown to 
pieces. 
T h e 
explosion 
sounded 
like 
a 
cannon, 
and immediately 
air 
was filled with dust and steam and 
flying pieces of iron. 
The body of 
the 
engineer, 
Alexander 
Frank, 
went whirling through the air, strik 
ing a network of telegraph v^ire, 
through which it was forced, falling 
250 feet from the place of the ex 
plosion, with one leg missing. 
The 
fireman, 
Edwin 
B. 
Smith, 
was 
throw’D out of the cab 
with great 
force 
against a freight car, 
and 
badly crushed. 
T h e tracks
